JAPAN. 
OSAKA AND HIOGO. 

News from the North informs us that Ooeno Mia Sama has been 
set up as Mikado by the Northern party. The Japan Gazette thus 
announces this important step :— 

“Recent advices from the North confirm our former informa- 
tion. The Mia Sama has formally assumed the Mikadoship, and 
resides at Hagurosan, near Shonai, in Dewa. His first act was to 
change the name of the year ; his seoond to appoint Kujo Daino- 
gon a Daijo Daijin. We hope this will not displease our contem- 

rary the Japan Herald, who has strange notions about the 

aimio Kujo and his whereabouts. 

“The Kanguns are now reinforcing Yedo to the utmost, and it 
is certain that there will be one of the main seats of strife. 
Japanese say that now the war will be very severe and very long ; 
that there will be an immense amount of distress in the city, that 
we shall have as large a quanity of silk this year as they can pos- 
sibly press into the market, but that next year there will be hardly 
any ; that the country will swarm with ronins, and the authorities 
will be powerless to deal with them until the whole of the troubles 
are over, and a strong Government is re-established ; and that this 
can never be the case until the South is literally crushed. So we 
see what we have to expect. 

“Tt is reported that the Tokugowa have requested that all the 
French officers engaged by the late Shiogoon will immediately join 
the Shin Kangun forces.” 














Summary of 





YOKOHAMA. 

Dates*from this port by the incoming P. and 0. mail are to the 
23rd August. The French and English mails of June 18 and 19 
arrived out together on the 8th August with London telegrams 
to July 13. The outward mail of July 3 was hourly expected, as 
also the homeward Pacific mail steamers from Hong Kong and 
Shanghai. 

The following summary of news is from the Japan Times’ over- 
land edition. 

The fortnight has been ajvery quiet one in every particular, 
Abundance of rumours without foundation are industriously cir- 
culated by those in favour of the rebel party, but the fact is that 
the Mikado’s Government is quietly strengthening itself every 
day. In no way can this be done more effectually than in that 
pointed out by us in discussing the difficulties of the new men, 
in the department of the Customs, in our last; the employ- 
ment of foreigners in their various departments of administra- 
tion ; and this truth appears tp have been realised by them, for 
we have now to announce, the appointment as Comptroller of 
the Navy, or something analoggus to that officer in our service, of 
an American gentleman, Mr. W. H. Grinnell has been for some 
years in the United States navy, which he has left to take up 
the position offered here, and is for many reasons well fitted for 
the‘ post he is assuming. ‘The name of his father will be 
familiar to Englishmen as that of one of the leading merchants 
of New York, Ties generous enthusiasm in the attempt to rescue 
Sir John Franklin is fresh in our minds. A similar appointment 
for the army is spoken of, and general Paul Frank, late American 
Acting Consul at Hiogo, is stated to have received the offer of it, 
but it has not yet, we believe, been definitely accepted. 

A factitious excitement is being got up, we remark from the 
China papers, dae alleged persecutions of native Christians 
in Nagasaki. We shall take an opportunity shortly, in all pro- 
bability, of discussing this subject. Meanwhile, we have’ to warn 
readers at home against giving credence to the rumours they 
will hear about noyades of martyrs and other atrocities, respecting 
which there is no single fact as yet established as true. We 
may state broadly that we disbelieve the whole story. Some weeks 
ago we drew attention to an abominable nuisance which annoyed 
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decent people walking the Yokohama streets at night; this 
public remonstrance, backing a private and influential appeal to 
the governors of Yokohama, was happily rewarded with success, 
and some thirty or forty public women were arrested and forbid- 
den the practice of their miserable calling. Two days afterwards, 
a local paper issued an extra, setting up the same cry of “‘ Persecu- 
tion of Native Christians!’’ There is clearly something more 
than meets the eye in these Nagasaki fables, and we cannot but 
view with great suspicion the coincident circumstances of the 
presence in these waters of a far largor French squadron than usual, 
and of the delay on the part of the Emperor to give formal recog- 
nition to the Mikado’s government. The Jesuit missionary has 
more than once been the shadow cast before the Chasseur d’ 
Afrique. 

The local Government surprised the foreign settlement three 
days ago by closing the gates at the points of exit to all Japanese 
not in foreign employ, and flocks of canards were quacking about 
for an hour or two. It was soon ascertained, however, that the 
purpose of the authorities was a thoroughly legitimate one, the 
arrest of the silk and silk-egg men from Oshiuand other northern 

rovinces, some of whom were believed to be spies of Aidzu’s in 

isguise. It is by no means improbable that this will be followed 
by a more vigorous act, the stoppage of all returns in coin for the 
produce already brought in from these sources, but it is difficult 
to see with what justice foreign Powers can interfere. The abro- 
gation of the Treaties of 1858 with the Shiogoon is a fact accom- 
plished by the abolition of the Shiogoonate and both the contend- 
Ing parties acknowledging, as they do singularly enough, that the 
Mikado is the real sovereign of the country, interference would be 
most unjust on the part of any of the foreign Powers that have 
delayed recognising him as such ; while the duty of the English 
Minister is clear, to stand by his new ally. 

We have no local matters of much importance to record. We 
have had the usual little excitement of a drunken Yakonin 
frightening a forcigner, a murder or two and a suicide in the 
native town, and the tail of a typhoon passing over the settle- 
ment. ‘he French packet left on the 13th with 384 bales of silk 
only, a very small quantity for this time of year; and the Great 
Republic is expected from Hong Kong to take the American home- 
ward mail. The Hermann has left for her trip to the north, and 
the AZbion has not yet returned from Nee-e-gata. A most success- 
ful dramatic performance was given on board H.M.S. Ocean by the 
men, and almost all Yokohama availed itself of the hospitality of 
Captain Stanhope and the officers of that magnificent ship. The 
fete Napoleon on the 15th went off very quietly, and the public 
demonstrations of erjoyment were less conspicuous than we have 
seen them. The weather generally has been exceedingly pleasant, 
and the health of the seteleimont is good. 





LATRR ADVICES BY THE PACIFIC ROUTE. 
By the Pacific mail route, via San Francisco and New York, 
we have Yokohama advices to Aug. 27th, four ‘days later. The 
following is given as a summary of the news :— 


“ Although no decisive battles have taken place between the 
two contending powers in Japan, and although actually but 
slight changes have occurred in the relative positions of the par- 
ties, an end to the present difficultics will not improbably ensue 
within: a very short period. The purty of the North have re- 
sorted to a bold move by appointing a new Mikado, Oeeona Mia 
Sama, Chief of the Seven Mias or High Priests of Japan, whose 
residence, it will be remembered, was attacked and burned at 
Yedo, on the Sth of July, after that affair, fled in disguise to 
Aidzu. Several Northern princes also met here, and the result of 
the conference was a proclamation declaring Oeeno Mikado. It 
was stated in the proclamation that they did not desire altogether 
to supersede the other Mikado, but that the appointment was 
made simply to have a head for the Northern party. Neverthe- 
less it was understood that the néwly-anpoinked: Northern Mikado 
is to be a permanent arrangement. Oeeno Mia Sama is the uncle 
of the Southern Mikado, and is his natural successor. The results 
of several engagements which have already taken place, and of 
which we have been already advised by telegraph, has consi- 
derably demoralised the Southerners, and their Mikedo entertains 
serious notions of resigning. Should he do this the probabilities 
are that the country will again subside into a peaceful condition. 
If, however, the Southerners hold out, it is not at all improbable 
that a compromise will be made on the basis of the secession of 
the North from the South, each section to have its own Mikado.”

CHEFOO. 

A correspondent writing on the 28th August says :—“I cannot 
come to any fixed opinion about the gold mines. A party of men 
went out there a few days ago and dug a hole about twelve feet 
deep, when they came to the black sand. Water coming into the 
hole prevented them from working, and one of them returned 
last night to Chefoo for a pump, and another left, as he was 
wanted here. The Taotai sent out fifty men and filled up the 
hole early this morning, and I have just got the particulars. Now, 
I must confess that when I heard of the hole being dug so deep 
without finding gold I began to think that gold was not to be

, found in the hill, and I was waiting for the water to be pumped 

| out to get at the real truth. Ifthe Taotai had only left the men 
alone, perhaps they would have come to the conclusion that there 
was no gold, and the whole lot of diggers would have left the 

| place; but this action of the Toatai has prevented the truth from 
being known, and moreover has given rise to the feeling that 
there must be gold there, or else these steps would never have 
been taken to fill up the hole. 

“At all events the question remainsin statu quo, and the en- 
deavours that were being made to resolve all doubts have been 
frustrated by the action of the mandarins, and an incentive 
still exists to prospect again. If there had been twenty diggers 
instead of four, the hole would never have been permitted to 
be filled up. The probable result of this wiil be that a larger 
number of men will go to Kiu-san and dig, in spite of the man- 
darins, until they bring the affair to a test. Ido not think that 
anything that has been said and written as yet on the subject 
will bring over diggers from California, but if they come I don’t 
think that any such deplorable results as imagined by the 
alarmists would be the result. Jf there is no gold at Kiu-san, 
which is far from uncertain, there are the gold districts of Mo-san, 
of Tsi-hia, and of Ping-too, and from the most reliable reports 
the last-named place is very rich in gold, so that the emigrant 
diggers would always find some place to work it. If Californians 
come over and determine to try for gold, insisting on having the 
same rights in China as Chinese get in California, they will not 
be thrown away in Shantung. There can be no doubt about the 
lead mines, and a miner could easily get two piculs of ore a-day. 
I know that I got a picul of lead ore brought to me a few months 
ago by a Chinaman, who got it from the side of a hill about twelve 
miles distant from this.” 

A postscript dated the 20th says :—“The diggers have begun 
to sink a new hole, and have now pitched their tent close to it, to 
keep guard over it. It was not the Taotai who closed the last 
hole, but the villagers, excited by the Taotai’s orders and threats 
that he would make them smart if the foreigners were allowed to 
dig. The proclamation posted up at Mosan, forbidding the natives 
to sell food—has been withdrawn, and another published, author- 
ising the people to deal with foreigners. The Taotai has had to 
knock under, thanks to the energetic remonstrances of the Treaty 
Consuls here. A large party of American and French naval 
officers have been to the diggings, and Kinsan-sze is becoming the 
resort of all visitors to Chefoo.” 


SHANTUNG. 

The rebels have re-entered Shantung, and the people have 
requested the mandarins to abstain from interfering, and to 
leave them to their own resources, saying that they can pro- 
tect themselves, or at any rate can better support one plunder- 
ing body than two. It is even said that they did gain one 
victory over the marauders, but that the Imperialists under 
Tsoh came up at the last moment, and not only took the matter 
out of their band, but pitched into them for interfering. This 
incident is said to have been truly reported at Court by the Futai 
of Shantung, and to have caused great sensation. The intention 
to send Li and Tsoh to their viceroyalty has not been carried out ; 
they are too strong; but both have been reduced three steps in 
nominal rank. 

Further advices from Shantung state that the Imperialists have 
succeeded in gaiuing a decisive victory over the rebels, and in 
killing the chief wang, an Anhwey man named Chang-tsan-yu, to- 
gether with a large number of his followers. Twenty thousand is 
the number of slain given out, but this report must be taken for 
what it is worth. The Chinese never kill less than ten thousand. 
Li, Tsoh, and the Tartars are said to have all participated in the 
event. 





SHANGHAT. 

The English mail of July 3 arrived on the 17th of August, 
with London telegrams to July 21. Later telegrams to August 
7 had been received via Kiachta. The present homeward mail 
left on August 29.

A meeting of shareholders in the China Fire Insurance Com- 
any has been held, at which the company was shown to have 
1s.125,000 in hand beyond its capital. The directors were 

empowered to wind up the company after the 3lst December. (A 
report of the proceedings will be found below). 

An extraordinary meeting has been held of the subscribers to 
the British Church Establishment, at which Mr. F. H. Bell was 
elected a trustee, in place of Mr. W. J. Bryans, who has resigned 
office on leaving this port for Hong Kong. 

We hear that the Gas Company have determined to lay on 
mains up the Bubbling Well-road, as far as the old toll bar; so 
that the new houses which are being built there will be supplied. 

An informal meeting of bund lotholders has been held at the 
Club, to ascertain if common action was possible in the matter of 
extension of the bund. It proved, after some discussion and in- 
terchange of views, that there wis much variety of opinion upon 
the main points; and also that, with many of the bund lots, 
nothing can be done at present tor want of sufficient authority 
from the absent owners to their representatives. The majority af 
the meeting were decidedly not ready to say that they would en 
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close and pay for any reclaimed land abutting on theiy frontage, 
nor was there even unamity of opinion as to whether the bund- 
holders should yield up their beach rights in favour of shi 
wharves and pontoons, or in favour of cargo-boat wharves an 
pontoons, or eheiher they would yield them on any consideration. 
As plainly nothing can be done in the matter of extension by the 
general community until some understanding is come to with 
that section of it owning the bund lots, this important improve- 
ment will probably be deferred until the pressure of an increasing 
commerce forces the bund lotholders to take the initiative iu pro- 
posing and carrying out some comprehensive plan. 


A case illustrating the “security ” question has been heard be- 
fore the Mixed Court. The U.S. Assessor distinctly repudiated 
the doctrine laid down in the Alcock-Medhurst Notification ; 
and the Chinese Magistrate acquiesced in the view that security 
chops were unquestionably binding in the full sense of the term, 
Indirect attempts are being made to explain that the famous 
Notification in question was only intended as a “ warning ” to 
English subjects to use caution in the acceptance of security. But 
the wording is unfortunately antagonistic to this view. Jt 
says distinctly that the “Chinese are in the habit of regarding a 
surety rather as a person who comes forward to recommend his 
principal * * than as an individual who binds himself * * * * 
to fulfil all bis obligations with and for him.” It is exactly this 
theory of recommendation which the U. 8. Assessor repudiated, 
with the assent of the Chinese Magistrate. Apropos of “Security 
Chops,” we may mention an instance that has come to our know- 
ledge in which a Chinaman, secured by another, contracted to de- 
liver a certain quantity of tea toa foreigner, who advanced Tls. 
8,000 on the contract. The market went up; the Chinaman 
failed to deliver ; and the foreigner came down on the guarantor, 
who not only refunded the advance, but added the difference in 
price, z.¢., the profit which the foreigner would have made had the 
contract been fulfilled. 


A local paper notices that there has of late been adstartling in- 
crease in the number of cargo-boat robberies which have taken 
place in this port, and warns the nig to be on their guard 
against the rascally mancuvres of the Chinese thieves. In one 
vessel, through the vigilance of the police, a system of plunder 
was discovered which will land the captain in a loss of probably 
not less than 400 or Tls.500. In connection with this case a 
most ingenious trick for robbing tin-lined boxes is mentioned. A 
case was taken and the bottom carefully lifted off. The whole of 
the tin lining was then allowed to slip out and a hole cut in at the 
top, through which the goods were abstracted ; the case was then 
put together as before, and upon being landed was of course sus- 
pected on account of its appearing to have been broken open at 
the bottom. It appearing, however, on removing the wood, that 
the tin at the bottom was uninjured, it was at first concluded that 
the case had not been opened ; but ideas ds further investiga- 
tion proved the nature of the fraud that had been perpetrated. 


Our readers will be glad to learn that the Asiatic Society are 
taking active steps towards completing arrangements for an ex- 
pedition, having for its object the exploration of the Yellow 
River. A committee has, we hear, been appointed to arrange the 
dotails ; and it is expected in the course of a little while that the 
plans will be entirely matured. We hear, also, that a project for 
the publication of a digest of the more important papers in the 
China Repository is occupying the attention of the above- 
named body. 

A correspondent in Hankow states that the Rev. Mr. Hohing, of 
the American Protestant Episcopal Mission led the charge of 
Bishop Williams, at Wuching), was grievously assaulted on Mon- 
day, the 7th inst., by some military students, who followed him 
from the Parade Ground, whither he had accidentally wandered 
with a Chinese Christian priest. They pursued him into the 
Chinese town, throwing stones at him all the way. Hehad avery 
narrow escape. 








ATTACK ON MISSIONARIES AT YANGCHOW. 


News has just reached us of a very serious attack on Protestant 
missionaries in Yangchow, which claims prompt and decided 
action by the Consular authorities. Our readers may not be 
aware that Mr. J. Hudson Taylor established a Protestant mis- 
sion, about two months ago, at Yangchow—a large city about 
fifteen miles due north from Chinkiang, on the Grand Canal. This 
is an important literary place, and is also an official centre, being 
on the high road to Peking from the south. About ten days 
inflammatory placards were posted all over the city, charging the 
missionaries with the abstraction of children and with boiling 
them up for medical purposes. They were also accused of admi- 
nistering, to Chinamen, s and philters which converted them 
into foreigners. The consequence was that the missionaries were 
mobbed and dying through the streets, their windows broken and 
doors smashed in. The literary class are said by the Ohinese to 
have been at the bottom of the whole affair. Six of their head- 
men called a sort of guild meeting at the Confucian temple about 
@ fortnight ago, and it was there decided that the foreigners 
should expelled from the city at any cost. These head-men 
are well known, and their apprehension may be effected without 
difficulty. 

,. About five days ago Mr. Taylor’s house was broken into and§be- 
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sieged a second time ; but on the afternoon of the 22nd inst. a much 
more serious attack was made. A mob of several thousand people 
surrounded the -house—a two-storied one—and eventually broke 
into it and set fire to the lower story in several places, trying to 
burn the occupants to death. Some of the ladies and children 
were badly wounded, and the Rev. Mr. Reid lost one of his eyes. 
Our correspondent tells us that ten ladies, who were on the upper 
floor with the children, were obliged to throw these out of the 
windows, and then jump after them themselves. One lady was 
within a month of her confinement, and serious fears are enter- 
tained for her life. After the party had escaped all the furniture, 
books and clothes were burned. The report of these proceedings 
reached Chinkiang on Sunday evening; and Mr. Allen, the As- 
sistant in charge of H.M.’s Consulate, proceeded at once to Yang- 
chow, acccmpanied by some members of the foreign community, 
to try and settle matters. They returned on the 24th instant, 
together with the missionary party, whom they met coming down 
by boat under escort of a body of troops belonging to the Com- 
mander of the Yangchow garrison. From their account, it seems 
that the native authorities gave assistance and protection on 
Sunday evening ; but that they delayed doing so until the matter 
had reached the crisis we describe, and when the very lives of the 
missionnries were in serious danger. It is likely, however, that 
the Che-foo could have suppressed the disturbances several days 
earlier had he tried. At any rate, he was clearly either unable or 
unwilling to do this; so that whichever supposition be true, he 
deserves to lose his post. There seems little real doubt that he 
wished to get rid of the foreigners. 


We need not point out that unless prompt and decisive punish- 
ment is inflicted for this outrage there will be no safety for the 
life of any missionary in this country. The Chinese are gradually 
beginning to feel that Consular action in the provinces is weak 
and inoperative ; and they now look upon it as the mere shadow 
and ghost of authority. It is feared by neither the officials nor 
the people, and is practically a myth. Take the present case ag 
an instance. It is almost certain that no strong action will be 
taken or can be taken without reference to Peking. This will re- 
quire several weeks, probably months, and the question will then 
be consigned to the Chancery of Her Majesty’s Legation. If 
anything is finally done, it will only be when the affair has 
passed out of the minds of the people, and the ringleaders have 
all disappeared, and are nowhere to be found. The idea of cen- 
tralising all the influence and weight of H.M.’s Government at 
Peking may be good in the abstract; practically, however, the 
pressure is frequently much more needed in the provinces; and 
the absence of it is a source of new dangers and difficulties. The 
Chinese cannot respect officials who possess no real power ; and 
that is {how H.M.’s Consuls are at present circumstanced. If 
prompt punishment be not exacted for this barbarous outrage it 
will be a disgrace to our policy. Ifa French mission were in 
case, there would be little peace for the authorities, local or cen- 
tral, till it had been thoroughly avenged. We remember, indeed, 
a few years ago, M. Chevrey-Rameau marching a body of troops 
to a place near Kahding, and settling a much less serious difficulty 
on the spot. We can hardly look for any such decisive action 
here ; but we do trust that a thorough investigation and condi 
panne of ringleaders will be promptly and emphatically 

emanded. The ringleaders should be first made an example 
of ; but, if inquiry bear out our information, the prefect and 
subordinate magistrates should also be degraded. It is true 
that the Chinese populace are slow to anger; but it is also 
true that, once excited, they form most dangerous mobs. It is 
especially the duty of local officials, therefore, to check outbreaks 
in time, and there seems little doubt the authorities at Yangchow 
could have checked this outbreak a week previously had they 
tried. If we pass over their neglect merely because they are 
now willing to make amends, it will be silly and weak.

After an inquiry by Mr. Maclean regarding the suspense ac- 
count, 

Mr. Groom proposed and Mr. Dow seconded—“ That the report 
as presented be accepted, and the accounts, as shown by the 
balance-sheet to June 30, 1868, be passed.” 

Carried unanimously. 

The Chairman then said that, in accordance with the vote passed 
at the last meeting, the directors had ceased taking risks at the 
outports, confining their business to Shanghai. But they found, 
after the 30th June, that it would be unsafe taking risks even in 
Shanghai. They could only get risks at the annual rate ; that is 
to say, if they accepted a risk for three months they could only 
get the annual rate. This was an unsafe basis for any fire insur- 
ance company to work on, and the directors had therefore discon- 
tinued all risks, pending any remarks the shareholders might have 
to offer. The most important questions now seemed to be—whether 
they should take any more risks, and whether they should reinsure 
the remaining outstanding risks or allow them to run off. 

Mr. Groom asked whether their risks in Hong Kong had been 
reinsured, or whether any steps had been taken to do so. 

The Chairman replied in the negative. 

Mr. Groom asked whether any steps had been taken in regard 
to winding up the company. It seemed the business of this meet- 
ing to decide on the future existence of the company. 
itr. Cunningham thought that point had been decided at the 
last general meeting. 

Mr. Groom admitted that it had been so virtually ; but if any 
idea of continuing the office did exist, it behoved them to elect a 
provisional committee at this meeting. It might be better to 
take the opinion of the shareholders present, and to settle the 
matter, and thus save the trouble of calling an extraordinary 
meeting. 

In reply to Mr. Maccall, the Chairman said the directors had 
ascertained some time - that the cost of reinsuring their risks 
would be Ts. 45,000. He could not say exactly what it would be 
at present—probably about ‘ls. 25,000. If the question of re- 
insurance were left to the directors, they would of course do their 
best to save the shareholders from risk. 

Mr. Cunningham now proposed, and Mr. Probst seconded, 


“That, in pursuance of the action of the shareholders at the 
special general meeting held on the 7th April, 1868, the directors 
are empowered to close the business of the company definitely on 
the 31st December next, and to make distribution of the capital 
and accumulated profits as soon thereafter as possible.” 


The Chairman having assented to a remark by Mr. Lavers, that 
in the meantime no further risks would be taken, this resolution 
was carried and the meeting separated. 


SWATOW. 

By the 8.8. Azof, which arrived at Hong Kong on the 21st 
August, intelligence of more disturbances at Swatow is to hand. 
It appears that on the 17th ult. a row took place in a gambling- 
house, close to the English concession, which led to much bitter 
feeling among the natives, and a fight was anticipated. Little 

tty disturbances took place ; but on the evening of the 18th 
instant a body of 300 men, armed and equipped, crossed over from 
the north side of the river, in boats, na. on arrival, made a deli- 
berate attack on the town. It was evening when the fight com- 
menced, and it continued without intermission for some three or 
four hours, during which time it is rumoured that no less than 
forty men were killed. The fight took place in the streets, and 
many were the atrocities that the parties on either side committed, 
among which may be mentioned, cutting and slicing of an enemy’s 
dead body, &c. H.M.’s gunboat Drake was anchored off the town 
to protect the Europeans, and it was intended that her crew 
should go on shore in the event of further hostilities. Another 
fight was expected to take place on the night the Azof left, that 
is the 19th ; but owing to some mandarins having arrived, it was 
reported that a reconciliation between the contending parties 
would be brought about. Of course, during such scenes as this 
business is entirely suspended, in proof of which the steamer 
Asof brought no passengers and very little cargo from Swatow.

outward mail of July 17 was delivered on the 24th August ; the 
latest London telegrams received were to August 8. The local 
news is neagre in the extreme. 

The Hong Kong and Whampoa Dock eae , Limited, held 
their annual meeting on the 25th ultimo. The Report was most 
unsatisfactory ; no dividend was declared. The amount of debt 
had largely increased ; there was little or no money in hand, and 
it was decided to call up the rest of the capital. 

MR. POLLARD’S CONTEMPT OF COURT. 

The Pollard contempt case has come once more before the public, 
chiefly through some ill-advised proceedings on the part of the 
Chief Justice, thus recounted in the China Mail :— 

His Lordship on Friday last handed a bulky manuscript docu- 
ment to the reporters, and desired that it should be printed at full 
length, not only in the daily issues of the China Mail and of the 
Daily Press, but also in their overland editions. His lordship 
coupled his request with an intimation that if it was not complied 
with he should regard the conductors of both papers as “ malicious 
slanderers.” The manuscript was a full report of the proceedings 
before the Judicial Committee of the Privy Council 27 re the lo- 
cally celebrated “ contempt ”’ case, upon which the editors of both 
papers freely, but not ant Hanae commented at the time of its oc- 
currence. It was a Bie le, for various reasons, to observe his lord- 
ship’s behests, and the manuscript, after having been submitted in 
the proper quarters, wasreturned to his lordship, who was referred to 
the conductors of the papers, in the hope that personal communica- 
tion with them would enable him to understand the mechanical 
difficulty which prevented their printing the manuscript in the 
manner required, and that he would be induced to withdraw the 
offensive alternative contained in the words “ malicious slanderers.” 
His lordship has taken no notice of the message. The use of the 
words is not, we understand, denied by his lordship, but he avers 
that he uttered them ina jocular tone. Such “jocularity ” is very 
apt to be considered offensive to a sense of self-respect, and in this 
case the epithet “ malicious slanderer” had an effect not contem- 
plated by his lordship. The report will, we hear, be 
printed for circulation at his lordship’s private expense, in which 
event the whole circumstances of the case may again come before 
the public. It was nearly forgotten, and even now had better rest 
where it is. 

THE “THERESA” COOLIE MUTINY. 

A correspondent of the China Mai gives the following interest- 
ing ou of the capture of the ringleaders in the Theresa coolie 
tragedy :— 

The Chinese gunboat Tienpo, Captain de Longueville, left, 
Canton on the 2nd August, to search for certain individuals 
accused of having in the early part of July last committed acts 
of piracy and murder on board the Italian coolie ship Theresa. 
She returned to Canton on the 29th ultimo, having succeeded in 
perfectly accomplishing the object of her cruise. 


Captain de Longueville provided with instructions from the 
Viceroy of Canton and Baron de Trenqualye, H.I.M. Consul at 
that port, arrived at Macao on the 3rd August, to obtain informa- 
tion regarding the affair from Baron do Cercal, the Italian Consul, 
and to receive on board as passengers Mr. Dublé, late second mate 
of the Theresa, and two sailors of the same vessel, who as it turned 
out were important witnesses. On the 4th the gunboat anchored 
in the neighbourhood of the Bay of Tsahpo, in the island of 
Hailing, district of Yong Kong. 


After a most minute search and frequent cruises by the gun- 
boat around the island of Hailing and in the unfrequented bay of 
Yong Kong, the following results were arrived at by the chief 
Chinese mandarin in the neighbourhood, in concert with Captain 
Longueville :—Six prisoners were arrested, four of whom were 
recognised as the ringleaders in the revolt of the coolies, and as 
the instigators of and actors in the murders which occurred 
during the three long months of the unfortunate vessel’s return 
from south of New Zealand to the China coast. These same in- 
dividuals had negotiated directly with the Chinese merchants of 
the neighbourhood for the sale of the goods on board the Theresa. 
In a word. there is a complete proof against the prisoners of 
piracy and assassination, the murder of the second mate, brother 
of the captain, Bollo, having even taken place at ‘[sah-po on the 
very evening of the vessel’s arrival. The two other prisoners are 
a Chinese cabin boy and a female domestic of Madame Bollo, 
both very young, but ,from whom: the most complete information 
can be, obtained. 

Besides the prisoners, a certain sum of money paid for the boats 
of the 7heresa, burnt in the environs of Tsah-po, or arising from 
fines imposed on the merchants who treated with the pirates, has 
been given up by the delinquents, and taken in the Zien-po to 
Canton. She has also recovered some boxes containing a quarter 
part of Madame Bollo’s effects, which were found in possession of 
the chief ringleaders of the mutineers. 


It may therefore be assumed that from the abundance of in- 
formation obtained, and of proof against the criminals, the affair is 
in good train, and the Italian Government is already about to obtain 
legitimate satisfaction, so far as the punishment of the murderers 
can be so termed. It would have been difficult for the Tien-po 
to have better fulfilled her mission, especially if it be recollected 
that the neighbourhood is hitherto unexplored, and that bad 
weather prevailed during her visit to it. Captain de Longueville

SINGAPORE. 


From this port our advices are to Sept. 12th. The outward mail 
of July 31st was received on the ist Sept. The latest London tele- 
ms were to Aug. 23rd. The news, which is of little importance, 

is thus summed up by the Strazts Times :— 

The Legislative Council have had two meetings, on the 4th and 
7th instant, but its proceedings do not call for much notice. A 
“ Gambier Adulteration Bill ” has been introdueed by one of the 
unofficial members, the Hon. T. Scott, and is likely to become law. 
The Bill is the result of a representation to Government by the 
Chamber of Commerce, but it is a matter of considerable dispute 
whether it is desirable or wise to pass such a measure at all, and 
whether it should not be made more comprehensive, so as to include 
all produce. The other measures before the Council are not of 
much interest except to those immediately concerned. The public 
generally do not take the slightest interest in the Council, which 
was so eagerly wanted, and of which so much was expected, and 
public opinion on this point is right in the main in regarding such 
a sham of an institution with mingled feelings of impatience, con- 
tempt, and dislike. 

An interesting communication has been received from the King 
of Siam, in oi oy to the eclipse. His Majesty, it appears, 
amongst his other accomplishments, has turned his attention to 
astronomy, and made calculations with regard to the eclipse with 
the accuracy of a Senior Wrangler or an Astronomer Royal. It 
would be difficult to find another King capable of doing the same. 

A good deal of talk has been caused by the action of Govern- 
ment in dealing with two swindling Chinamen, who suddenly 
decamped from Mauritius with a considerable sum of money, 
leaving heavy debts behind them. They were overtaken here by 
a Mauritius corporal of police, with all their plunder. It is hardly 
credible, but it isa fact, that nothing was done to the rogues. 
They were released by direct order of his Excellency the Governor, 
and all their stolen property restored to them, with, it is said, an 
apology from the Commissioner of Police, and they left for the 

owery Land next day, with rejoicing and triumphant hearts, in 
the P. and 0. steamer Worna. It was all done according to law, 
it is averred, but if so, we can only repeat Bumble’s pithy 
remark, seeing more force in it than ever we did before, that “ the 
law is a hass.” 

It is said that the 73rd Regiment, at present stationed at Hong 
Kong, is coming down here about the begining of next year. 
So many canards have been current, however, with regard to a 
European regiment coming to the Straits, that this, the latest 
on dit, is regarded with suspicion. 

H. M.8. Avon, Commander Fitzroy, a new gunboat, intended 
for the suppression of piracy in China waters, arrived here on the 
10th inst. 

Tenders have been invited by Government for the construction 
of a steam launch. With another building at home by White, of 
Cowes, and with a large steamer alsu on the stocks, the present 

ens condition of our revenue will soon be considerably re- 
eved. 

A change of proprietorship has taken place in regard to this 
paper, the result of the recent judgment in the Gunpowder case, 

ut no change will be made in existing arrangements. 

Business has never been so dull before in the recollection of the

Cotton Yarn: Quotations nominal, a very 
small business done, and to effect sales a sensible reduction would have to 
be accepted. Grey Shirtings: A few sales had been made, but holders 
were not inclined to sell at our quoted rates. Deliveries of sold goods 
had been freer. T.Cloths: Nothing doing. Quotations nominal. Velvets: 
Only black saleable, these freely. Other Cotton Goods were not inquired 
for.

The re- 
daction of stocks and the continued favourable advices caused an 
advance of 5 cents per piece, but purchases have been confined to 
actual requirements, and two vessels having arrived from London, 
this improvement has been lost in Grey Shirtings, but White Shirt- 
ings and T-Cloths still command the enhanced values. Tarkey Reds 
are very firm. Drills have been inquired for, and all descriptions 
show a marked improvement. A fair business has been done in 
English, and the only parcel of Dutch on offer has been taken, but only 
one sale of American has been made, holders demanding prices above the 
views of buyers. A fair quantity of American has been shipped north on 
importers’ account. Quotations for Jeans and Shirtings are quite nominal. 
Woollens : Long Ells have met with some inquiry, and are fully 10 cents 
dearer. One parcel of extra quality H.H. Assorted has fetched as high as 
$9.15, but this can hardly be called a quotation. Spanish Stripes are 
quite neglected, and nominal values are again lower. 10 Ib. Blankets are 
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unchanged, but 7 1b. are wanted and dearer. Lastings and Crape Lastings 
are very firmly held. Camlets have been taken to a fair extent on former 
terms, and an advance in prices is not improbable, stock not being exces- 
sive. Metals: Nail Rod and Bar Iron are again lower, and Hoop is weak. 
Wire is unchanged, and Steel very firm. Lead shows a marked decline. 
Tin is scarce and wanted at an advance of 50 cents per picul. Tin Plates 
are lower. Quicksilver quiet and easier.

TEA. 

Yorouama.—During the fortnight a steady business has been doing, 
and settlements amount to about 2,600 piculs, consisting of most grades, 
principally for the American market; arrivals had come forward fairly, 
and a few fine parcels had been settled. Stocks, except for low quality, 
were small. Prices ruled firm, as last quoted. The vessels reported as 
loading had sailed, bringing the export to up to date 1,381,754 Ibs., more 
than double that of last year. Quotations :—Common, $22 to 28 per picul ; 
Good Common, $24 to 25; Medium, $25 to 26; Good Medium, $28 to 
80; Fine, $30 to 35; Finest, $36 to 40; Choice, nominal. 

SHANGHAI.—Black: The market remained inactive for some days after 
the departure of the last mail, and prices appeared to be drooping. Since 
then, however, buyers had eagerly pressed forward, and the result had 
been large purchases at previous prices for all but common descriptions, 
the latter having sustained a decline of from Tl. $to 1. Supplies bad 
been liberal, and notwithstanding the large settlements the stock remain- 
ing was considerable, being fully as large as at the date of the departure 
of the last mail. Natives, who had appeared to be desponding, were more 
confident, and the market closed firm. Settlements for the fortnight, 
24,450 chests; re-shipments on owners’ account, 11,000 chests; stock, 
89 chops, or 35,968 packages. Quotations, duty paid, exchange for credits, 
at 6s. 24d. per tael, and freight at £3 108. per ton :—Hohow, common to 
fair, 1s. Od. to 1s. 4d.; Oonam, ditto, 1s. O}d. to 1s. 43d. ; Ningchow, 
fair, 1s. 22d. to 1s. 4d. ; Oopack, fair to good, 1s. 23d. to 1s. 54d. per Ib. 
Green: The principal feature was the opening of the market for Teenkai 
Teas, and purchases had been made at prices fully Tls. 5 to 6 over the 
early settlements of last season. Most buyers held aloof at these high 
rates, and lower ones were anticipated. Pingsuey Teas had been pur- 
chased at rather easier prices. The following had been bought :—Teen- 
kai, Tls. 40 to 48; Fychow, Tls. 384 to 414; Pingsuey, Tls. 80 to 40; 
Shanghai packed, Tls. 28} to 374. The stock was considerably in- 
creased. Settlements for the fortnight, 24,000 balf-chests; re-shipments 
on owners’ account, nil.; stock, 35 chops, or 29,518 half-chests. Quota- 
tions, exchange, &c., as above, for Fychow and Teenkai Teas, were :— 
Gunpowder, 1s, 8d. to 8s. 10d.; Imperial, 1s. 4d. to 88.; Young Hyson, 
1s. “ to 3s. 2d.; Hyson, 1s. 8d. to 3s. 10d.; Twankay, 10d. to 1s. 8d. 
per lb. 

Hankow.—The market had been very quiet, consequent on the un- 
favourable advices from home, and the large export from evéry port in 
China. Prices were Ils. 1 to 2 lower, and but for the reduced supplies 
would have declined farther. Shipments to Shanghai on native account 
had again been large. Quotations were: Oopacks, fair to medium, Tis. 
16.6 to 19.5, equal to 1s. 33d. to 1s. 5}d. per lb.; Oonams, fair, Tis. 17 
to 19.5, equal to 1s. 3¥u. to 1s. 544. per Ib. 

Ki1uK1anc.—Only one trifling settlement of Congou had been made. 
Supplies were coming forward very slowly, the unsatisfactory prices ruling 
leading teamen to restrict their operations to up-country. Only one 
small chop of Green Teas had come to hand, but considerable quantities 
of Moyune were close at hand, delayed by adverse winds, and would 
arrive very shortly. 

Foocuow.—Teas settled daring the fortnight had been principally for 
the colonies, prices paid being too high to induce much business for the 
English market. Rates had not altered much, but in some instances, 
taking exchange into consideration, there had been a rise of nearly 1 tael. 
Congous: Early in the interval the market was very quiet, with a down- 
ward tendency, but since then large purchases had been made on Australian 
account, and one or two houses had bought rather freely for England, so 
that at the close we are unable to note any change in quotations, the tea- 
men being very firm holders, though stocks had considerably increased. 
Souchongs had been in fair inquiry at about previous quotations. 
Oolongs: Some large purchases effected before the departure of last mall 
had been reported, but the actual business done during the fortnight had 
been very limited, buyers wanting a considerable concession in price. 
Scented teas were rather cheaper and had been taken to a fair extent. 
Flowery Pekoes were neglected. Settlements for the fortnight had been: 
—Congou, 27,757 cheste, at Tls. 9.7 to 25.3 per picul ship off ; Souchong,

chesta, Tls. 32.8. 

Canton.—Two chops Congou have been received; two sold at Tis. 25 
and Tis, 27, and one small chop at Tls. 304, which left the stock three 
chops— 2,258 chests. Scented kinds had been bought to a fair extent at 
a slight decline on previous rates. District Gunpowders had met with 
some attention for the Buenos Ayres market. The following sales were re- 
ported: Country Congou, 8 chops, at Tls. 25 to 80%; Canton District 
ditto, 4,500 boxes, at Tis. 21 to 284; Scented Orange Pekoe, 2,£00 
boxes, at Tls. 22 to 814; Scented Caper, 10,000 boxes, at Tls. 20 to 27; 
Canton Ganpowder, 2,000 boxes, at Tls. 22 to 24. 


SILK. 

YokouamaA.—An active business had been done daring the fortnight, 
and consequent on the continued good advices from home, prices had ad- 
vanced in average fully $30 per picul on former quotations. Fine parcels 
of Hank sorts were in great request, what few lots had arrived had been 
eagerly bought at extreme rates. An improvement generally was noted 
in the quality of the parcels that had lately reached the market; they had, 
however, consisted almost entirely of Hank sorts. Silk-worms’ Eggs: 
Arrivals amounted to 1,840,000 cards, and total settlements were com- 
puted at 1,100,000, against arrivals to same date last year, 400,000.

THE CHINESE EMBASSY. 

Tae Chinese Embassy remains at the Grosvenor, and, with 
the exception of a visit to the Lyceum Theatre last week, 
has given no public sign of its presence in this capital. On 
his visit to Lord Stanger to present his credentials, Mr. Bur- 
LINGHAME was accompanied only by the two Associate Minis- 
ters (CHIH-TAJEN and Sun TaJEN), and the interview was 
purely of a formal nature, it being understood that no busi- 
ness would be transacted until the assembling of Parliament 
and the return of the QUEEN from Scotland. In fact (apart, 
of course, from the election agitation), political life here is, 
for the present, at a complete standstill ; and, although this 
and the unfavourable time of year have prevented any ex- 
citement being roused by the arrival of the Embassy, we be- 
lieve Mr. BurtincHaME and his colleagues are well content 
to avail themselves of a period of inaction while recovering 
from the effects of their passage across the Atlantic, which 
have been severely felt by nearly every member of the party. 

Another long article on Mr. BuriincHame’s Mission has 
appeared in Zhe Times, and will be found entire in another 
column. It will be remembered that in former articles the 
leading journal unreservedly condemned the new treaty pre- 
sented to the United States as being' hollow and deceptive. 
The present article, however, is devoted more to a conside- 
ration of the real nature of Mr. BurLincHaMe’s personal :po- 
sition, and to the good he may effect if he proves himself 
genuinely desirous to promote a closer intercourse between 
China and Western nations generally, without seeking to 
push the interests of the United States at the expense of all 
others. The Mission, it observes, is “either an elaborate 
plot to throw dust in the eyes of the world,” or an evidence 
of a voluntary abandonment of the old policy of isolation 
and exclusion. If Mr. BuRLINGHAME is not duly authorised 
to pledge his Government to this step, then his Mission 
must soon be revealed as a mockery and a delusion, in which 
he will be the principal victim. This is all very well; but 
does not the treaty just concluded with the United States 
bear on its face the character of a hollow sham? Does not 
the concluding clause virtually nullify all the others ? and 
although no special propositions for a similar treaty have 
as yet been presented to our own Government, is it likely 
that Mr. BurtinaHame will offer us any better terms than he 
gives his own countrymen? Moreover, any hopes that 
might have been raisea by the arrival of an accredited 
Minister, with regard to a prospective improvement in our 
position in China are entirely crushed by our late advices 
from that country. How can we give credit for sincerity to 
a Government which, while sending a Minister to demand 
admission into “the family of nations” and make a treaty of 
reciprocity and international rights, is all the time seduously 
labouring to exclude us from any advantages to be derived 
from the construction of roads, railways, or telegraphs, or the 
construction of mines? Mr. Bur“incHamME miy be willing, 
in all good faith and honesty of purpose, to enter into such 
engagements on behalf of his employers as we have a right 
to ask ; but it is very hard to believe that such engagements 
will be kept by them a moment longer than may happen to 
suit their convenience. After all, there is much truth in an 
opinion expressed in The Times, that Mr. Buruincuamn’s real 
business will be much more with his own than with European 
wire ; he Ble be anuhel effective as a non-resident adviser 
of 18 owD Government than as their delegate to others. He 
should also make it his special duty, Bays The Times, to 
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“ trace, for the information of the Chinese Government and 
‘“‘ merchants, the directions in which trade between the West 
“ and China tends.” But here is another little difficulty—is 
he likely to find it “tend” in any other direction than that 
which will most benefit the route through the United States ? 
Finally, Zhe Times says the Envoy will have accomplished 
much both for China and the rest of the world if he will 
“act asif there could be no separate national interest in 
“ Europe and America.” That he ought to act thus there 
can be no doubt, but after his speech to the New York mer- 
chants, can we reasonably expect it? We fear not; but a 
little time will show. 





SIAM AND ITALY. 


We have frequently commented on the careless style in 
which subjects connected with China and other remote eastern 
countries are handled by the London press, and notably by 
the Daily Telegraph, whose writers take up topics: with 
which they are manifestly incompetent to deal, covering 
their ignorance by a wordy display of facetiousness that not 
unfrequently degenerates into imbecility. A little while ago 
the Chinese Mission was made the theme of a column or so of 
stupid jokes and pointless witticisms; and in our last issue 
we had to notice a paragraph in that paper in which the re- 
cently signed treaty between Italy and Siam was used as a 
peg whereon to hang a very stale jest about ttre “ King of 
the Cannibal Islands,” and “ potentates whose subjects dine 
on roast missionary.” Probably the writer does not know 
where Siam is, and he cannot therefore be expected to under- 
stand its rising importance among eastern natious, the in- 
creasing value of its commerce, or the respect due to its 
enlightened ruler ; still such flippancy deserves a rebuke, 
and has received it. “J. B.” writes to the Editor of 
the Telegraph showing how unworthy is the ridicule 
thus cast on Siam. Sir JoHN Bowring (for there is 
little doubt as to the authorship of the letter) explains that 
since the Treaty negotiated by him in 1855, all the great 
Powers of Europe and America are represented at the 
Chinese Court ; that according to the latest returns ninety- 
eight British vessels and as many or more under other 
foreign flags are employed in the trade of Bangkok alone, 
besides 125 Siamese ships. He also points out that at the 
present moment the Austrian Government is sending to 
Siam a splendid scientific and commercial mission, bearer of 
Imperial presents, and charged with the negotiation of a - 
reciprocal Treaty ; that the King personally is distinguished — 
for his scientific acquirements, for his beautiful collection of 
philosophical instruments, for his acquaintance with the ~ 
English and Latin languages, and with the best of modern - 
literature ; that, by the last news, he had gone with his 
Court to Wai-wen to meet the expedition sent by the French 
and English authorities to observe and report on the eclipse 
of the sun—the King himself having long prepared the 
astronomical caloulations for the Bangkok Calendar ; and he 
enumerates other facts which fairly entitle the country and 
its King to be respectfully spoken of. But this remonstrance 
is unfortunately not likely to be of much use with writers 
who think it clever to assume that all Eastern potentates are 
cannibals, and can find nothing to say about a Chinese mis- 
sion, except to make fun of their long and (to English ears) 
unfamiliar-sounding names. Mr. BurtinaHaMe’s Mission 
will have had one good result if it only teaches some of our 
journalists to think a little more seriously of these matters. 


In our last issue we announced that, notwithstanding some 
rumours to the contrary, the Galatea, the Duke of Epin- 
BURGH’S frigate, would include China and Japan in her next 
cruise. We are now enabled ta state, that.in all probability 
Englishmen in Japan and China will have an opportunity of 
welcoming their “Sailor Prince” even sooner than was ex 
pected, as—according to present arrangements—the Galatea 
will visit those countries before proceeding to India. This 
will be good news to the residents there, for, apart from the 
interest and natural curiosity excited by the visit of a Royal 
Prince for the first time to these distant settlements, the Duke 
enjoys a special popularity that has rarely been equalled. His 
welcome in the purely commercial settlements of China and 
Japan will probably lack the almost mad enthusiasm exhibited 
in the Australian colonies, but will not be the less genuine on 
that account. No change is announced in the day originally 
fixed for his departure, namely, the 20th instant.

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Continental Intelligence. 
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HOLLAND. 
" (FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) ' 
RorrerDaM, October 15. 


The members of the Second Chamber of the States General are busy 
tntra muros with the examination of the India budget for 1868. It 
seems that the discussions in the sections are very prolix ; and as the 
Minister of the Colonial Department is very laconic and concise, per- 
haps Mr. de Waal will have to reply to a very lengthened section 


report. 

The Colonial Minister has published his report upon the colonies. 
It does not contain any particulars of great interest beyond those facts 
already published by the papers. We now know officially that tran- 
quillity continues to prevail in Java, and that there is no reason to ap- 

rehend that the favourable condition of affairs will be disturbed. The 

inister, however, does not conceal the fact that great discontent is 
caused in India by the uncertainty with regard to our future policy. 

I read your article entitled ‘‘ Dutch Restriction on Foreign Trade ” 
with great interest, and I quite agree with you that a revision of our 
antiquated system of checks upon our colonial trade ought to be in- 
troduced. I, however, do not think that any pressure on the part of 
your Government will be necessary to effect this result. Our home 
commerce experiences the advantages of a most liberal policy with 
regard to customs, and it is only natural that it should be advocated 
by our Liberal party for adoption in India also. With respect to the 
removal of these restrictions, Mr. de Roo van Alderwerelt, M.P., 
writes as follows in an article entitled ‘‘ The India Budget,” which 
ap in the September number of our leading periodical De Gids. 
** We have in our hands,” the author says, after having explained our 
aystem of defence in India, “the power to prevent any attack by a 
foreign country upon our colonial possessions ; although the political 
eventualities which could lead to an attack upon our colonies are not 
within the bounds of calculation, yet it is the duty of every Govern- 
ment to apply as many measures as are needful for the safety of ita 

ons. Restrictive stipulations with regard to trade and ship- 
ping will instigate other nations to break the chains, by which their 
commerce is fettered. Excluding the atranger is inviting a conquest, 
and no lines of the Toen-Tang, no coast batteries or prad joerits, will 
avail to resist the conqueror, if, by a petty and ignorant policy, the 
population is made to perceive that any alteration would be an im- 
provement.” From this you may see that the Liberals are strongly 
urging the abolition of the restrictions upon commerce. 

About the Rotterdam Bank a great many rumours are in circulation, 
which, of course, may be more or less true. I think that nothing of 
consequence will transpire until the result of the meeting of share- 
holders—which is announced to take place on the 17th proximo—is 
made public. 

] have repeatedly written respecting the Huet scandal ; the Conser- 
vative papers now state that the Liberals acted several times in the 
same manner as the Conservatives are said to have done, and they in- 
sinuate that a passage was paid by the present Government on behalf 
of Mr. v. Bosse, a cousin of the Minister of the Financial Depart- 
ment. Mr. Fransen van de Putte has requested the Minister to lay 
before the members all the documents referring to the matter. 

The Conservative paper De Amsterdamsche Courant recently pub- 
lished a series of articles throwing discredit upon the Liberal colonial 
policy. It has now been proved that these articles, which caused some 
sensation, were written by a certain Dr. Feist, 1 German sugar con- 
tractor, who does not understand one word of the Datch language. 

According to official returns the population of the Netherlands 
reached the number of 3,592,416 on Dec. 31, 1867. This shows acon- 
siderable augmentation, and the number of members for the Second 
Chamber will have to be increased in consequence. 

Her Majesty the Queen will start on the 2Uth inst. for England. She 
will pass some weeks at Torquay for the benefit of her health. 

In this year only 323 soldiers remain to be forwarded to Java to re- 
inforce the Eaat Indian army.

THE CHINESE EMBASSY IN LONDON. 

Under this head, a writer signing himself ‘“ A Travelled Country 
Cousin,’’ has addressed the following letter tothe Editor of The Timea : 

“‘S1zn,—The Empire of China is reputed to contain 800, 000,000 souls, 
or one-third of the inhabitants of this planet. China sends us every 
year more than 100,000,000 Ib. of tea, and takes from us in the same 

eriod more than 100,000,000 yards of Manchester and Yorkshire 
abrica. English steamers reach the very heart of China by ascending 
the great river Yang-tze-kiang, and arrive within eighty miles of the 
capital by going up the Peiho. 

“In no country can a more industrious people be found, or one that 
more loves If the Chinese nation were warlike and military, 
and led on by such a general as Alexander or Napoleon, they could in 
a few years overrun the rest of Asia, swallow np Ruasia, and probably 
the oe of Europe, even if they only acted on the locusts’ idea of 
warfare. 

“The policy of such a nation must, then, be of some importance to 
the rest of the world, and particularly to England. 

“‘] have, therefore, been looking daily in your columns for some 
account of the official reception given to the Chinese Embassy now in 
London, and I am driven to the conclusion that the reception, if it has 
already been given, cannot have been of a very brilliant character. 

“If the Hereditary Grand Duke of Stiff-und-Starkenstein, whose 
dominions consist of half-a-dozen square miles, predestined to be 
gobbled up by Prussia, and whose exports to England are represented 
by some thousand dozens of Seltzer water and a few gross of meer- 
schaum pipes per annum, had paid us a visit, a special train would 
have conveyed His Serenity from Southampton to London, a deputa- 
tion of directors would have been in attendance at each railway ter- 
minus; Her Majesty's carriages, accompanied, perhaps, by a squadron 
of Life Guards, would have conveyed the illustrious stranger to Wind- 
sor; he would have dined in state at the Mansion-house, and feasted 
with civic companies. 

“ But for the representatives of one-third of mankind we have no 
national welcome to offer. For all we hear of them, they might be a 
group of private gentlemen who had come to London to see the Tower 
and Madame Tussaud’s waxworks. I know enough about Chinamen to 
feel pretty confident about their feelings on the subject, and if it be 
our aim to humiliate and vex them, our policy is likely to meet with 
entire success. But the Americans, who are not bad judges in such 
matters, acted on quite a different principle when they had such an 
opportunity as we are now nee ee I can imagine the astute New 
Englander who is at the head of the Embassy smiling grimly over our 
mistake. Americans may live to profit by, and we to deplore, the 
contrast that will probably be drawn in Peking.” 
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(THE TIMES.) 

The visit of the Sultan has spoilt Londoners for feeling any eager 
interest about foreign guests from a mere personal point of view ; but 
the recent arrival of an Ambassador from China is of higher material 
significance to this country than a visit from the representative of the 
Prophet himself. The mystery of Chinese civilisation, so minute and 
so defective, no longer appeals to the imagination ag it did a century 
back, when philosophers were looking for a new type to substitute for 
the European. But the spinning-jenny has developed among English- 
men, in exchange, a wonderful curiosity of another kind in a country 
which has four hundred million possible wearers of British prints. 
We welcome this Mission asa means of gratifying that very laudable 
cnriosity. The circumstance that the actual Chinese Ambassador is 
not himself a Chinese does not diminish its value in this respect. 
The romance stout 2 to a travelling Chinese as such was dissipated 
f ago. Australia has been made fully aware that in the masses 
of the Chinese population there is, in fact, a pronounced taste for 
wandering ; and the British colonists are by no means pleased at the 
discovery. Chinamen swarm in the islands of Asia; they are laun- 
dresses and cooks in San Francisco. If there be any desire to study na- 
tive-born Chinese, Wapping and Ratcliff Highway'’can supply “ Citizens 
of the World” in any number. But the Chinese Government ha 
hitherto had tendencies different from those of the Chinese people. The 
traditional exclusiveness of the Empire is due solely to it, and not to ita 
subjects. It has been jealous of countenancing communication from 
without, not because it feared conversion for itself, but from alarm at 
the possible propagation of newideasamong them. If the Mission is 
not an elaborate plot to throw dust in the eyes of the Western World, 
it must amount to an acknowledgment by the rulers of the empire 
that circumstances make perseverance in this policy impracticable or 
dangerous. That they have at last accredited a Minister to forei 
Governments is the important fact. The only work he can do in 
Europe and America for China is to facilitate communication between 
China and them. If he have authority from the Chinese Government 

hed fae it to the measures he takes for this purpose, the authority 

not be less respected by foreign Governments because it is in 
hands which can exercise it on something of the same principles on 
which a Minister of their own to China would exercise his. If he 
have not this authority, his appointment has no meaning; but we are 
not disposed to think Mr. Burlinghame likely to have exchanged either 
consciously or in ignorance the substantial duties and powers of United 
States’ Plenipotentiary at Peking for a post which would speedily 
_be revealed as a delusion and a mockery, in which he would be the 
‘ principal victim, even though it should be accompanied by the right 
to wear the most distinguished of But ons. 

The functions of Chinese Ambassador to Europe are, in fact, such as 
may be performed by a foreigner as thoroughly as by a native. Lon- 
don drawing-rooms may lose the attractive spectacle of a Mandarin 
button of the first-class. But that need be the only ambassadorial 
essential missing. European States may have invented the office of 
resident Envoy that they might have licensed spies to detect and give 
early information of conspiracies in progress against them. Resident 
Ministers themselves may not have wholly abandoned this function 
now. But their more legitimate duty has always been to smooth 
down obstructions which circumstances have raised in the way of 
See relations between two Powers without any impeachment to the 

onesty of either. They further act as a species of supreme Consul in 
respect of commercial transactions. Finally, by another and yet more 
modern extension of the office, they now make reports upon any 
useful arrangements and institutions in operation abroad for the 
edification or warning of their own countrymen. There are 
none of these duties which Mr. Burlinghame cannot fulfil as 
satisfactorily as a Chinese. A Chinese would be as useless 
as he in regard to the first, for the simple reason that England and 
France, Holland and the United States, have not the least interest in 
plotting against the peace of China. Mr. Burlinghame, again, will 
not, perhaps, find much scope for diplomatic ingenuity in arranging 
international difficulties. It is at the Court of Peking, where they were 
concocted, that they would have to be settled. But when, if ever, they 
do arise from misapprehensions on the part of statesmen here, he will 
be better able to appreciate and explain them away than an Oriental, 
whose diplomacy would prove far too subtle for our Foreign Secretaries 
to tolerate. But Mr. Burlinghame’s substantive business as Chinese 
Envoy will be much more with his own than with foreign Courts. He 
will be a non-resident adviser of his Government on foreign affairs. He 
will be also Consul for China in Europe and America ; and, particularly, 
he should make it his duty to trace, for the information not only of 
the Chinese Government, but of the Chinese merchants, the directions 
in which trade between the West and China tends. 

Mr. Burlinghame may do much in his position towards developing 
the Chinese foreign trade. If it amounts now to a hundred millions 
sterling, the amount might be doubled or trebled. At present the 
merchants from this side know to a certain extent what goods which 
China can supply their countrymen require. But even this knowledge 
might be usefully supplemented by an independent authority. The 
enormous and many-sided industry of China produces much besides 
its tea, and its porcelain, and its ivory carvings which would find pur- 
chasers in Europe and America. But, at all events, our merchants’ 
seclection of goods for the supply of the Chinese market in return is 
too much in the nature of guess-work. China has no representative 
here answering to the representatives which the English and other 
foreign merchants are in relation to their several countries, to choose, 
as it were, the goods which the population would like in exchange for 
ita tea. <A sort of Chinese Commercial Corresponding Bureau, with 
its head-quarters in London, might open up new sources of trade, and 
regulate very advantageously the course of the existing streams. It 
is the faith of Manchester that the hundreds of millions of China would 
present a strikingly improved appearance if Manchester had the cloth- 
ing of them, and that their conversion to this belief would follow 
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of course if it could but get at them to preach it. Doubtless, on the 
other hand, multitudes of the ingenious artificers of China only wait to 
have their workmanship brought to the knowledge of foreign nations 
for the latter to become customers. A Chinese Ambassador offering 
himself as a commercial missionary or interpreter to interpret the 
wants of either side, and to indicate the prices it could offer for their 
supply, and whose renderings should be circulated by his Government 
through the Empire, would benefit both countries equally. It is pos- 
sible that in time duties like this might be performed by native offi- 


cials. But at present China does not possess them. The diplomacy 
which is satisfied with outwitting others would be out of bate oh bi 
sident for 


as must be assumed of the oe of a Chinese 
Europe and America, the object is to bring China and them 
into closer permanent relations for their joint advantage. Bat 
a Chinese has no other notion of diplomacy. One of the ob- 
jects of Mr. Burlinghame’s appointment is to train the natives 
associated with him to the habits of European diplomacy. But it de- 
pends upon the way he himself launches his very novel office whether 
the experiment will be persevered in. We think the fact that he is 
not a Chinese is no bar to his succees. The Courts to which he is ac- 
credited will forget it if he forgeta it. If he abstain from all inter 
ference with political intrigues in which China can certainly have no 
healthy or natural interest; if he act as though there could be no 
separate national interests in Europe and America, as, indeed, there 
are not, 80 far as their relations with China are concerned; and if he 
accept it as the primary function of his mission to discover and explain 
what are the best lines of trade both for China and the Western coun- 
tries, he will have accomplished much for China and something for the 
rest of the world. No State can have go personal an interest in his 
success of this sort as Great Britain, and none could be more willing 
to contribute to it. 





THE BRINDISI ROUTE. 

A traveller by this route having written to The Times complal 
of the hotel accommodation at Brindisi, another traveller (Mr. Edw 
Lear) replies as followes :— 

“ Sir,—In a notice entitled ‘The Brindisi Route,’ published in The 
Times a few days since, the writer, who dates his letter from the Hotel 
d'Orient, complains that there is no decent inn in Brindisi. 

“ Will you permit me to say through The Times that there is an- 
other and very tolerable inn in that town of which your correspondent 
was probably not aware—namely, the Hotel d’Angleterre, kept by Se- 
bastian Gallo? The landlord, who has lived as servant in the families 
of the late Lord Seaton and of General Sir George Buller, at Corfa, 
and with the late Captain Murray, Resident of Paxo, is well acquainted 
with the ways and wants of English families, and his inn may be putty 
recommended to persons going by the Brindisi route to or from Egypt. 
I stayed two days at Sebastian’s inn last summer, and was made as 
comfortable in every way as the limited size of the house he then occn- 
pied would allow of; he has since moved into one larger. 

‘* Allow me to add that for families who do not wish to make the 
railway journey from Bologna to Brindisi without rest there is an ex- 
cellent hotel at Rimini, called ‘I Tre Re.’ At Ancona (unless there 
is some new inn) I cannot recommend a halt, but at Barithe ‘ Risorgi- 
mento d'Italia’ may very well be made a reating-place, if a break in 
the journey is necessary.” 


THE COMMERCIAL BANK CORPORATION. 

A report has been issued to the creditors of the Commercial Bank 
Corporation of India and the East, in liquidation, by the committee 
appointed to investigate the affaira of the company. They state that 
they have investigated the arrangements, ending in what has been 
termed the amalgamation of the two banks, first commenced so far 
back as February, 1862; and it appcars to them that the actual results 
of these arrangements were the change of name of the old bank, the 
introduction of new partners and new capital, and the adoption by 
the corporation of the assets and liabilities of the old bank, as they 
stood on the 3lst December, 1864. These assets and liabilities, the 
committee state, have from the lat January, 1865, been dealt with by 
the corporation in every respect as if they were its own absolute pro- 

erties and obligations. From information obtained from Mr. Holy- 
and, the official liquidator, and also from the statement of assets and 
liabilities presented at the first general meeting of the corporation in 
April, 1865, it appears that the company then treated the assets 
handed over to them on the 3ist December, 1864, by the old 
Commercial Bank, as amounting to £6,194,314 8s. &d., less new 
capital paid by shareholders in the corporation prior to the 31st 
December, 1864, included in the above, £446,872 10s., making a net 
total of £5,747,441 183. 8d. Particulars are next given of these assets 
and their estimated present value. The liabilities of the old bank to 
the public, including the so-called China Loan for £633,777, were by 
the same statement taken os amounting to £5,045,490 9s. 9d. Of 
these the corporation have paid or liquidated £4,728,601 198. 9d.; and 
there yet remains £316,883 10s. represented by the balance of the 
depositors’ claims objected to by Mr. Harrison. But it appears ,from 
the balance-sheet presented to the shareholders of the corporation in 
April, 1865, that the assets handed over were valued and accepted by 
the corporation as on 3lat December, 1864, as £5,747,441 18s. 8d., 
and the liabilities on the same date as £5,045,490 9s. 9d., leaving a 
balance in favour of assets of £701,951 8s. 11d.; and that, r 
charging the old bank with the £500,000 for shares of the corporation 
allotted to the members of the old bank, there would remain £201,951 
8s. 1ld. The committee remark that they have endeavoured to ascertain 
in what possible way the litigation can benefit either the shareholders of 
the corporation or the creditors who are admittedly such, and the con- 
clusion they have arrived at is, that its only result can be to diminish 
by legal and other expenses the assets, which, with the amount esti- 
mated to be realised from the uncalled capital of £15 per share, are 
not now sufficient to pay the debts; and, unless some arrangement is 
made for a general compromise, the creditots must insist that the 
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shareholders be called upon to 
share upon their holdings. The application of the official liquidator 
for this call, made in consequence of the proceed of the liquidators 
of the Bank of Hindustan taken last July, is to be heard before the 
Master of the Rolla on 30th October inst. The effect of continuing the 
litigation must, so far as the shareholders are concerned, result in call- 
ing up the whole £15 per share at once ; and, as regards the creditors, 
oa them from receiving a further dividend for an indefinite 





Honetary and Commercial, 
at eee 

The well-known Kast Indian agency firm of Messrs. Smith, 
Rider, and Co. has been dissolved by the retirement of Mr. George 
Smith from the home, East Indian, and foreign agency and bank- 
ing business ; and the formation of a new firm for the before-men- 
tioned branches, under the style of “Henry 8. King and Co.,” is 
announced. Mr. King, who wasa partner in the old house for 
fifteen years, is now the principal, and will carry on the business 
fn the same premises at Cornhill and Pali-mall. Mr. Geo. Smith 
retains the publishing business of Smith, Elder, and Co. for him- 
self exclusively. 


The suspension has been announced of Messrs. Salavy and Co., 
ws French house of about seven years’ date, chiefly in the silk 
trade, with connections at Marseilles. The liabilities are stated 
to be about £100,000, but the ultimate balance to rank on the 
estate is expected to be about £40,000. The result of the liqui- 
dation is regarded as very uncertain. The books are in the hands 
of Messrs. Lovering and Minton. 

The biddings for Rs. 20,00,000 in bills on Calcutta and Madras 
were held on the 7th at the Bank of England. The whole amount 
was allotted to Calcutta. The minimum price was fixed as before, 
at 1s. 104d. on both presidencies. Tenders at 1s. 11d. will receive 
about 84 per cent. These results show little change compared 
with those noticed on the last oecasion. 

From the commencement of the ill-omened litigation in the 
matter of the Oommercial Bank Corporation we deprecated it 
as being cettain to prove disastrous alike to shareholders 
and creditors. Our anticipations have been speedily and 
fatally verified. The committee appointed to investigate the 
matter have issued a report, in which they state that the effect 
of continuing the litigation must, so far as the shareholders are 
concerned, result in calling up the whole £15 per share at once, 
and, as regards the creditors, in preventing them from receiving a 
further dividend for an indefinite period. The committee think 
this is eminently a case for some concession on both sides, and 
that the shareholders should voluntarily assist the creditors to 
arrive at some basis upon which it could be settled without 
further contention. The report is noticed at length in another 
column ; it concludes by calling a meeting of creditors at the 
Guildhall Tavern, on the 20th inst. at two r.m., to decide on future 
proceedings. 

The arrangements of the East India Telegraph Company in New 
York in getting the necessary capital subscribed have been much 
retarded by the elections now going on for the Presidency. On 
the completion of the subscriptions in New York it is intended 
to introduce the company into the London market and form a 
London board of directors, and by this means make the under- 
taking of an international character. The cable will be manufac- 
tured and sent out to China from England. 

The Council of India will receive tenders on the 21st inst. for 
bills on Calcutta and Madras to the amount of £200,000. 

The Mexican dollars brought by the French steamer Washing- 
ton have been disposed of (chiefly for China) at 583d. per ounce 
showing a decline of jd. from the last price. The dollars by the 
West India packet just arrived (about £400,000) have fetched the 
same price. There is an increased demand for this coin for trans- 
mission to China at the present low price, and the next packet 
from Southampton is expected to take a considerable amount for 
that quarter. Some inquiry is aleo observable for bar silver, and 
the quotation is firm at 5s. Ojd. pet ounce ; the supply here is very 
moderate. | 

An extraordinary meeting of the Singapore Gas Company (Limi- 
ted) is called for the 27th inst., to declare a dividend. 

The Hong Kong aud China Gas Company (Limited) have de- 
clared a dividend at the rate of 6 per cent. for the past year. 

It is announced that the 1866 cable of the Atlantic Company 
was repaired on the 12th inst. 

The joint committee of management of the Anglo-American and

The lest report sent by M. Ferdinand Lesseps gives a most 
glowing account of the Suez Canal ; from the 15th July to the 
15th of August 2,114,450 métres of work have been completed ; 
2,500 métres only are wanting to finish this gigantic undertaking. 

At a recent meeting of the council of the Liverpool Chamber of 
Commerce, Mr. Reed called attention to the insecurity of the pre- 
sent system of granting bills of lading in batches of two, three, 
and four, all of the same tenour and date, and suggested that 
Parliament should be petitioned in favour of the constitution 
in every port of departments for the registration and stamping 
of bills of lading, and that the registration be only at the port of 
discharge and at ports where vessels call for orders. Mr. Reed re- 
marked that under the present systém it was easy to obtain seve- 
ral advances on one bill of lading, and one firm in that building 
had lost £30,000 within 4 year from that source. After some dis- 
cussion, the subject was referred to the Commercial Law Com- 
mittee.

Syria, from Southampton on the 17th inst., was in gold to Alex-

TEA. 


Mesars. W. J. and H. Thompson’s Circular, dated the 16th inst., is 
as follows :—There has not been any improvement in the market to 
notice during the past week, nor have there been any fresh arrivals. 
For the commonest grades of Congou there has been a little more in- 

uiry, but for all fair to good qualities the dealers hold back from pur- 
chasing. even at the low rates lately ruling—awaiting the arrivals of 
the various clippers now due. 

Foochow Concovus.—Several parcels of good to fair, of old import, 
have been brought forward privately, and sold at 1s. 0id. to 1s. Odd. 
per Ib. In new import little has been done at about late quotations, 
the only inquiry being for finest, and this only to a small extent. A 
chop of extra fine has realised 2s. 9d. per Ib. Black-leaf Congous : 
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Good common is saleable at 1s. Ojd., but there is little to be had at 
this price ; fair to medium, of old import, at 1s. 1d. to 1s. 2d. 
per lb., these grades showing a slight improvement. Good, of 
new import, have been sold in small quantities at 1s. 7d. to la. 9d. 
per lb. ; fine at 1s. 11d. to 2s. 2d. per Ib., and the market is now bare 
of these descriptions. Oolongs are as unsaleable as before. Scented 
Teas also remain without alteration. Green teas have been more 
inquired for, chiefly for shipment to America and Canada, and prices 
in some cases are rather better, especially for the lower es of 
Young Hyson and Imperial. 

There have not been any arrivals, but the Forward Ho and Titania 
are reported off the coast. Prices generally do not show any alteration ; 
but common to fair black leaf Congous of old import are rather dearer, 
also the lower grades of Green tea. 

Mesars. Jas. Steains and Co.'s Circular contains the following :— 

The past month has been one of unusual dulness in the tea market, 
owing to the wretched quality of the cargoes from Foo-chow-Foo, the 
non-arrival of Monings, and buyers for export and home consumption 
taking only what they require for immediate wants, nor do we see any 
chance of improvement in face of the immense quantity now afloat. 
Congou: Dust and broken leaf are unaltered in value; common red 
and black leaf slightly dearer; medium qualities very dull; fine in 
improved demand at full prices. Souchongs: Old season’s of fine 
quality more inquired for in the absence of arrivals of this season's 
make. Paklings show a fall of 3d. to 4d. per lb. Oolongs still con- 
tinue to exhibit great depression. Scented Meas: There have been no 
fresh arrivals since our last. Greens: Part of the cargo of the Diomed 
steamer has been placed on the market, and met with a ready sale at 
firm prices. 


Sirk: The market remains without any change of importance.

MANCHESTER GOODS. 

Mr. Sam Mendel’s Report says :—‘‘ In face of the continued activity 
in Liverpool at higher rates, both spinners and manufacturers find it 
difficult to obtain a corresponding improvement. The business done 
has been on a limited scale for Yarns and Goods, yet producers show 
no desire to give way, as current rates leave a serious logs.” 

Messra. Alexander Collie and Co.’s Monthly Circular, dated 16th 
inst., contains the following remarks :— 

At the date of our last Circular middling American cotton was at 
10d. per Ib., but, under the influence of the current ramours of serious 
injury to the crops in America and India, a large speculative demand 
for the staple set in, and has continued with various degrees of excite- 
ment. On 5th inst. the price had reached 11d., to-day it is 10$d. 
firm. The trifling effect produced in this market among all classes of 
buyers by these reports may be judged from the fact that current quo- 
tations for goods and yarns, especially the former, scarcely vary from 
those of 17th ult. 

SHIRTINGS, being the largest staple branchin the market, have suffered 
most from the unceasing fluctuations in cotton during the past four 
weeks, and transactions in them have been confined to the fulfilment 
of small orders requiring immediate execution. Buyers here having 
been quite unaffected by the excitement in Liverpool, these orders have 
been placed generally at prices under producers’ quotations of the day. 
In China 39 in. qualities there has been a little more activity, but in 
cloths suited to India the adverse advices have afforded little encourage- 
ment to operate. 

T-Cxotus have held a firm position, aud the better qualities have 
been in steady but moderate request, at prices rather against the 
buyer. In the last week of September producers established an ad- 
vance at which in several instances they succeeded in obtaining fair 
orders, but the collapse in the cotton market a week ago resulted in 
their receding to the old figure. Ordinary kinds have been in less de- 
mand, but have not varied so much in price. 

Lone Croras and Domestics have been in quiet but continuous in- 
quiry. The former are light in stock, and makers of them being 
generally well engaged, adhere firmly to their quotations. Domestics, 
on the contrary, are pretty heavily held. In common with other 
goods, the prices of both were advanced at the beginning of the month, 
but no response in orders having been made by buyers, they have re- 
lapsed to a rather worse position than before, the demand for them 
having become very languid towards the close. 

MADAPOLLAMS have been the subject of less business than any other 
export goods since our last issue. The late heavy cotton speculation 
caused a nominal advance in the quotation, but neither that nor the 
subsequent decline has induced any inquiry for them. 

Printers, both in 7/8ths and 9/Sths widths, have been selling steadily, 
but at no time extensively. In the first few days of October they were 
advanced about 6d. per piece, which at once acted as a check to buyers, 
who have not since had spirit to operate at the decline to nearly old 

rices. 
: Jacconets and MoLis, with other light fabrics, have of late been 
almost entirely neglected. The few purchases reported have been of 
quite a retail character, so that their present actual value, as comparcd 
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with the heavier manufactures, cannot be accurately tested. Nominally 


they have undergone no alteration in price.
